The Careful Woman Should B« T«ry 


Particular In Her Correspondence. 
It takes a poet or a woman to condense 


into tho few brief sentences of the con- 
ventional note the comprehensive, grace- 
ful mcscnge of congratulation or condo- 
lence, the elegant acceptance of invita- 
:iori, or tho ezquioite refusal which 
never o!"ends. Some one has called wo- 
man "tho genius of epistolary commnni- 
ciition," and indeed the gift of graceful 
letter vn'iting is one peculiar to women, 
handed down from mother to daughter 
through the mystery of heredity. Cer- 
tain regulations govern these apparent- 
ly spontaneous productions, even as a 
Browning sonnet in all its mysticism 
conforms to the requirements of verse 
structure. In the first place the note 
elegant is not written upon the con- 
venient "correspondence card," butnpon 
a small shuet of thick cream paper, 
either glazed or rough, according as the 
writer's tasto inclines. The sheet has 
at the top the street and number of the 
lady's address in plain letters, the name 
of her country homo, or the town in 
which she lives, if it is so small as to be 
without numbered houses. The sheet 
is foldod onco raid inclosed in a square 
envelope, and is more elegant and cere- 
monial if sealed with wax. 


As to the chirography, that which is 


most illegible is most stylish. If a wom- 
an cannot correct her unfortunate habit 
of writing so that people can read it in 
any other way she uses a quill pen, 
which generally brings about the desired 
result. The great feature of the stylish 
hand is that it has no curves, but is 
sharply pointed and the letters are 
closely crowded together. The reason 
why this style of writing ia considered 
elegant is that it cannot from its forma- 
tion be written hastily. Any evidence 
of haste is considered inelegant, whether 
it manifests itself in a careless toilet or 
jn a careless note. The note begins on 
the first page, skips to the fourth, and 
finishes up by being written across the 
sheet on the inside pages. This is one 
of the things it is well for a man to re- 
member, for sometimes the words of the 
fourth page are not read at all, as the 
signature is on the third and complica- 
tions arise thereby. 


One thing for a woman to remember 


is that she can never afford to write a 
careless note, for some one is certain to 
see it and judge her by it just as she is 
sure to meet the man for whose opinion 
sho most cares when she goes out in her 
old bonnet. 


The woman who wrote in her haste 


npon her visiting card, "Come with 
pleasure," in answer to a dinner invita- 
tion, found the gates of society closed 
against her ever afterward as one too 
busy or too brief for civility. Abbrevia- 
tions and numerals are as bad form in 
the note elegant as a derby hat with a 
dress suit.—New York Sun.

luuoh less coat than heretofore.

intended to require competitive examine 
lions for a scholastic- test of labors, but i 
ia intended that th« rales shall simply pro 
vide for (lie physical fitness and good ohar- 
aotar o( the applicant.

fied, cannot get the position of laboror in 
any business conducted by the United 
States unless be has a political pull. 
He 


most belong to the party in power, that is 
be owned by the bosses so far as his vote 
ia concerned.

WHAT TH« JF00NDBR8 OF THK OOVKBNMENT 


BID. 


"This bill proposes to go back ocs hun- 


dred yeara in the matter of coinage. 
It 


was just a hundred years ago that the wise 
founders of this Government adopted a 
double standard. They provided for the 
coinage of gold and silver without limit at 
the Mints of the United States; that silver 
should be coined the same as gold and 
should have the advantages and the same 
recognition. Silver dollars should consist 
of 371.04 grains of silver, precisely what a 
dollar of silver called for in this bill. This 
bill provides that gold and silver shall be 
coined at a ratio fixed by Act 37, called 
•ratio of 16 to 1,' or more nactly, its 16.98 
to 1. This bill provides that gold nnd sil- 
ver shall be equal at the mint?. L Applause.] 
In order that this equality should be pre- 
served it is necessary that silver should be 
put on the same plane in regard to the 
issue of certificates at the mint as gold." 


COST OF COINAGE. 


Bland hers sent to the clerk's desk a 


letter from the Director of the Mint, stat- 
ing that the coat of Iha coitage o( silver 
would be about a cent and a half per dol- 
lar and tbat $45,000,000 could be coined 
every year. 
Continuing, Blond stated that 


while the bill placed gold and silver on nn 
equality in the matter of tbo iasue of coin 
notes and in their deposit at the mints, it 
also maintained the equality by providing 
that when coin notes shonld be presented 
for redemption the Government should be 
free to redeem them in either gold or silver 
ne it might prefer. Thus coin notes issued 
on the deposit of gold bullion might be re- 
deemed in silver, or coin notes issued on a 
deposit of silver might be redeemed in 
gold, as the Treasury might prefer. 


AN AMENDMENT. 


In the course of his argument Bland 


stated he would propose luter an amend- 
ment to that portion of the bill providing 
that coin notes shall be issued as rapidly 
na the mints found it practicable to coin 
the bullion, Ia argultg for greater vol- 
ume of money, Bland said that he would 
admit that the refined system of credits 
whioh had grown up in the country does to 
a certain extent, economize the use of 
morey, but in the end a day for the pay- 
ment of these obligations always came, 
and then we must have money. 
When 


we passed a bill for refunding the National 
debt, the National banks of the United 
States surrendered $18,000,000 into the 
National Treasury as a threat made for the 
purpose of inducing a veto from the Presi- 
dent, a threat which effected its purpose,

[Great 
Applause,] 


He denounced the periodic attempts 


mjtle for international agreements every 
lime the free coinage of silver was pro- 
posed. Are we to be shackled here by the 
upathy of the government* of other na- 
tions? Is our financial system to be reg- 
ulated, not by our own ideao of justice and 
onr own conveniences bat by the conven- 
iences of other nations? [Applause,] 


The moment this great Government 


declares for the free coinage of silver, 
other commercial nations, too, will solve 
that question. 
Self-interest will compel 


them to do so. The restoration of silver 
here means its restoration everywhere the 
world over. [Applause.] Gold and silver 
have been the servants of civilization since 
civilization began. They are twin brothers, 
and when you sever the ligature both are 
dead. 
Before gold can leave this country 


there mast be some other form of money to 
take ita place, for the moment you restore 
silver, if gold is taken from oiraulation, 
prices will go down in proportion, and tbat 
necessitates money from abroad to pur- 
chase oommoditlas here that go down be- 
cause of the contraction of money. 


LET SILVBB BB COI3.II> 


Once and see what the result will be then. 
You bring him to the level of this country; 
to the level of silver, where he ought to be. 
[Applause.] 
Let us remember that as a 


rule when money Is plentiful prio»s are 


better than a constantly fulling standard. 
It had been assured that as we bad free 
coinage of silver befor* 1873 without 
disastrous result, why should disaiter now 
follow this bil.?" 


He desired to remind the American peo- 


ple that the monetary conditions of the 
world were entirely changed since 1873, 
and those conditions were now beyond onr 
control. Gold is the standard of nearly 
all the nations in Europe, and when we 
declare for the free coinage of silver where 
will gold go? It will go to a premium, 
and a premium npon gold is a disaount 
npon silver. The rest of the world will 
fix a depreciation npon silver according to 
the markets of the world and our standard 
will then be seventy cents to the dollar. 
Tbat means repudiation; it means throw- 
ing this country into dishonor for the set- 
tlement of every debt oonlraoted upon onr 
present gold basis. 


In conclusion Williams presented the 


substituted bill of the minority providing 
'or an international monetary oonferenop. 


Harter said since 1873 we have minted 


an average of over $40,000,000 per year. 
Under the Bland bill this would cease and 
free coinage would drive out our gold and 
leave what remained ns merchandise, as 
wheat, corn and col ton are. Unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver on a ratio of 16 
to 1 would drive out gold buoause it would 
undervalue it. 
Gold sells in all parts of 


the world for 22.86 times its weight in 
silver, and if nnder free coinage we only 
give it a Talne of 1C, all human experience 
shows we would have no gold in circula- 
tion. This bill is not free coinage; it is a 
pure and simple bill to compel the people 
of the United States to buy the entire pro- 
duct of the most prospering and flourish- 
in? interest, small in number, of ita mem- 
bers but very rich, at a price which gives 
th(-m on the cost of production a bounty of 
over 143 per cent. It is further proposed 
to make the United States virtually tb« pur- 
chaser ot nil the silver produced in the 
world, and at 129 cents per ounce, while 
ranch of it costs not over thirty-seven 
cen's per ounce. I submit that an equally 
mad proposition never secured the assent 
of any legislative body in the world. 
But 


for this discussion we would be getting 
from Europe fifteen or twenty millions of 
gold a month. Instead of this, alarmed 
and eioitecl. Europe is sending back onr 
stocks and gecurites by the ream. 


lUynor of Maryland (Democrat) also 


argued against the bill. 
Tracy of New 


York at this point announced the election 
of Roger Q. Mills as United States Senator 
from Texas. 
The anti-free coinage men 


were particularly enthusiastic in applause, 
as they regard Mills opposed to the Bland 
bill. 


Abner Taylor of Illinois then took the 


floor and offered an amendment that all 
pensions be paid in gold. 
In speaking of 


the bill be said he represented only tke 
party opposed to this measure— the Repub- 
lican party. 
He admired the Democratic 


party for the facility with which it got on 
both sides of the question. 
When the bill 


reaches the Senate and is up for vote, the 
gentleman who would probably be nomi- 
nated ia Chicago (Hill) would conveniently 
be in the cloak room or oat on an excur- 
sion, [Laughter.] Then the Democratic 
party would straddle the question. Tbe 
bill would enable the wealthy class to pay 
laborers seventy cents' worth of silver for 
a dollar's worth of toil. 


Hopkins of Illinois opposed the bill. 
Comf ton of Maryland offered an amend- 


ment to restrict the free coinage of silver 
to that produced in the United States, 


Epes of Virginia supported the bill. He 


asserted that there had been a long series 
of oppressive financial Acts, of wbiob the 
worst was the demonetization of silver. 


Crawford of South Carolina spoke in sup- 


port of the bill and Stevens of Massachus- 
etts, Democrat, recorded against it in the 
name of his constituents, a most emphatic 
protest. 


Pending the conclusion of his remarks, 


the House took a recess until 7:30. 


Representative Stevens was not present 


to finish his speech when the House reas- 
sembled in the evening. 


O'Donnell of Michigan, Covert and Pott 


of Illinois, epoke against the bill, and \V fa- 
dock, Bowers, Winn and Lewis of Missis- 
sippi supported the measure.
